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Discovery May Help 
Solve MH370 Mystery

SAINT-ANDRE, Reunion (AP) 

— A barnacle-encrusted 
wing part that washed up 
on a remote Indian Ocean 
island could help solve 
one of aviation’s greatest 
mysteries, as investigators 
work to connect it to the 
Malaysia Airlines flight that 
vanished more than a year 
ago. 

The surprise discovery of the 
debris on o rocky beach 
stirred hopes and emo¬ 
tion among families of the 
missing, after a year and a 
half of grieving and frustra¬ 
tion at a lack of answers, 
despite a wide, deep and 
expensive multinational 
search effort in the south¬ 
ern Indian Ocean, the 
China Sea and the Gulf of 
Thailand. 

Even if it is confirmed to be 
a long-awaited first clue 
to the disappearance of 
Flight 370, there's no guar¬ 
antee that investigators 
can still find the plane’s re¬ 
corders or other remains a 
year and a half lafer. 

The coming hours and days 
will be crucial. French au¬ 
thorities moved the plane 
piece from the beach to 
the local airport on Re¬ 
union, and will send it next 
to the city of Toulouse, 
where if may arrive Satur¬ 
day morning, according 
to the Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice. 

Toulouse is fhe hub of Eu¬ 
rope’s aerospace industry, 
with the headquarters of 
Airbus and a network of 
hangars and plane facili¬ 
ties. The plane part will be 
analyzed in special de¬ 
fense facilities used for air¬ 
plane tesfing and analysis, 
according fo the Defense 
Minisfry. 

Air safefy investigators, 
including one from Boe¬ 
ing, hove identified the 
component found on the 
French island of Reunion as 
a “floperon” from the trail¬ 
ing edge of a Boeing 777 
wing, a U.S. official said. 
The official wasn’f autho¬ 
rized to be publicly named. 
Flight 370, which disap¬ 
peared March 8, 2014, with 


239 people on board, is 
the only 777 known to be 
missing. The unsuccessful 
search for the plane has 
raised concerns worldwide 
about whether airliners 
should be required to trans¬ 
mit their locations continu¬ 
ally via satellite, especially 
when flying long disfances 
over fhe ocean. 

“It’s the first real evidence 
that there is a possibility 
that o part of the aircraft 
may have been found," 
said Australian Transport 
Minister Warren Truss, 
whose country is leading 
the search for the plane in 
a remote patch of ocean 
far off Ausfralia’s wesf 
coasf. 

“It’s too early to make that 
judgment, but clearly we 
are treating this as o major 
lead,” Truss said. 

If it turns out to be part of 
the Malaysian plane, that 
could bolster the theory 
that the plane deviated 
from ifs pafh between Kua¬ 
la Lumpur and Beijing and 
turned south into the Indian 
Ocean. 

And it would put to rest 
speculation that it could 
have traveled north or 
landed somewhere after 
being hijacked. 

The discovery has changed 
the life of Reunion environ- 
menfal worker Johnny Beg- 
ue. He told The Associated 
Press that he stumbled 
across the plane part on 
Wednesday morning, while 
collecting stones to grind 
spices. 

“I knew immediately it was 
part of an aircraft, but I 
didn’t realize how impor¬ 
tant it was, that it could 
help to solve the mystery of 
whaf happened to the Ma¬ 
laysian jet,” Begue, 46, told 
The Associated Press. 

He said he called several 
of his workmates and they 
carried the wing fragment 
out of the water so that it 
would not be battered by 
the surf against the vol¬ 
canic rocks that moke up 
most of the beach. 

Begue also discovered a 
piece of a suifcase abouf 
2.5 mefers away, he said, 
though it’s unclear wheth¬ 
er there is any link to the

Authorities wouldn’t com¬ 
ment Thursday on whether 
Begue was the first to re¬ 
port discovering the com¬ 
ponent. Colleague Teddy 


Riviere corroborated his 
account, and praised him 
for the discovery. Members 
of Begue’s soccer feam 
kidded him on his new 
fame in local media. 


The wing piece is about 2 
meters (6 feet) long. Inves¬ 
tigators have found a num¬ 
ber on fhe part, but it is not 
a serial or registration num¬ 
ber, Truss said. It could be 
a maintenance number, 
which may help investiga¬ 
tors figure out what plane it 
belongs to, he said. 
Malaysian authorities also 
headed to Reunion and 
Toulouse. 

“We have had many false 
alarms before, but for the 
sake of the families who 
have losf loved ones, and 
suffered such hearfbreak- 
ing uncertainty, I pray that 
we will find out the truth so 
that they may have clo¬ 
sure and peace,” Prime 
Minister Najib Razak said in 
a statement. 

French law enforcement 
authorities are on Reunion 
island to examine the 
piece, according to an of¬ 
ficial close fo the investiga¬ 
tion of the debris. □ 
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us Senate panel passes bill 
lifting crude oil export ban

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

A U.S. Senate panel ap¬ 
proved energy legislation 
Thursday that would lift the 
40-year-old bon on crude 
oil exports and open more 
areas of the Arctic, Gulf of 
Mexico and the Atlantic 
Ocean to oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration. 

Republican Lisa Murkowski 
of Alaska, chairman of the 
panel, championed the 
bill, which passed by o par¬ 
ty-line vote of 12-10. She 
said lifting the bon would 
turn the U.S. into on energy 
superpower. 

Democrat Maria Cantwell 
of Washington said after 
the vote that she has ques¬ 
tions about what lifting 
the ban would mean for 
gasoline prices in her state, 
which she said are among 
the highest in the nation. 
The committee also 
passed a comprehensive 
energy bill, but with bipar¬ 
tisan support. The legisla¬ 
tion includes measures 
designed to make energy 
cheaper, such as stream¬ 
lining the permitting pro¬ 
cess for some hydroelec¬ 
tric and geothermal com¬ 
panies, and sets up a grant 
program that will fund ap¬ 


prenticeship programs for 
people seeking to work in 
the energy sector. 

It also would make the 
Energy Department the 
agency responsible for co¬ 
ordinating the response if 
the energy grid is hacked. 
Lawmakers saved many 
of the more contentious 
amendments for de¬ 
bate on the Senate floor. 
Cantwell described Thurs¬ 
day’s votes as an impor¬ 
tant first step. “We need to 
remind people of the good 
in the broader picture," 
Murkowski said. 

The legislation to end the 
oil export ban faces a 
tougher path. No Demo¬ 
crats on the committee 
voted for the bill, which has 
been criticized by environ¬ 
mental groups. 

The group Oceana called 
it “a massive give-away 
to Big Oil and a slap in the 
face to coastal communi¬ 
ties that have vocally op¬ 
posed offshore drilling." 

A trade group represent¬ 
ing the oil and gas industry 
said it’s ironic that the U.S. 
would strike a deal to al¬ 
low Iranian crude onto 
the global market while 
refusing to give the same 
opportunity to American 
producers.^ 


Four Democrats get behind Obama’s Iran nuclear deal

WASHINGTON (AP) — Four 
Democrats, including one 
who represents an Ameri¬ 
can hostage in Iran, said 
Thursday they would sup¬ 
port the Iran nuclear deal in 
a major boost for President 
Barack Obama. 

“It’s very clear to me that 
the agreement is the best 
path forward," Rep. Dan 
Kildee, who counts hostage 
Amir Hekmati as a constitu¬ 
ent, told The Associated 
Press in an interview. “This 
agreement allows us to 
prevent (Iran) from gaining 
a nuclear weapon, and if 
they cheat, we will know it. 
If we don’t have the agree¬ 
ment, we don’t have that 
certainty.” 

Hekmati, an American, 
has been held in Iran since 
2011. Kildee said he has 


told Obama and Hekmati’s 
relatives about his decision 
to back the international 
agreement, which calls on 
Iran to curb its nuclear pro¬ 
gram in exchange for bil¬ 
lions of dollars in sanctions 


relief. 

Rep. Chris Van Hollen, 
the top Democrat on the 
House Budget Committee 
and a Senate candidate, 
said he would support the 
agreement, calling it “the 


best path to achieve our 
goal of ensuring that Iran 
never obtains a nuclear 
weapon.” 

A former sergeant in 
the U.S. Marine Corps, 
Hekmati was visiting his ail¬ 
ing grandmother in 2011 
when he was arrested on 
suspicion of spying. He was 
charged in January 2012 
with espionage and sen¬ 
tenced to death. His fam¬ 
ily denies the charge. He is 
one of four Americans held 
by Iran. Democratic Sen. 
Tom Udall and Rep. David 
Price, a Democrat, also an¬ 
nounced their support for 
the agreement, a boost for 
Obama amid a week of 
furious lobbying on Capitol 
Hill. “We have a choice be¬ 
tween this deal or no deal" 
to stop Iran from develop¬ 
ing a nuclear bomb, Udall 
said from the Senate floor. 


“I do not believe we will get 
another chance.” 

Their statements come af¬ 
ter multiple White House 
meetings this week be¬ 
tween Obama and House 
Democrats, intended to 
counter an intense lobby¬ 
ing effort by AlPAC, which 
is behind a multimillion-dol- 
lar ad campaign. The pro- 
Israel lobby argues that Iran 
cannot be trusted. Obama 
and his allies say there is no 
alternative to the deal oth¬ 
er than to let Iran proceed 
unsupervised. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, a Repub¬ 
lican, who has criticized the 
accord, reiterated his de¬ 
mand that the Obama ad¬ 
ministration turn over docu¬ 
ments related to agree¬ 
ments between the IAEA 
and Iran that he described 
as “side agreements.’’□

are two sides to the case 
and that the much-viewed 
body camera video of the 
stop con be interpreted 
differently from the pros- 
ecufor’s version. 

Mathews described Tens¬ 
ing, who is due back in 
court in August, as “very 
depressed” and “in shock 
at this point,” adding that 
Tensing has felt “like he's 
been run over by a train 
from the state of the case 
and it continues.” Tensing, 
who could face up to life 
in prison if convicted, has 
said he thought he was 
going to be dragged un¬ 
der the car and “feared 
for his life,” according to 
Mathews. 

Authorities so far have 
not focused on race in 
fhe death of DuBose. But 
city officials who viewed 
video footage released 


from Tensing's body cam¬ 
era said the traffic stop 
shouldn't have led to a 
shooting. 

Two campus police of¬ 
ficers who responded fo 
the shooting have been 
put on paid leave, univer¬ 
sity spokeswoman Michele 
Ralston confirmed Thurs¬ 
day.

ATLANTA (AP) — Confed¬ 
erate battle flags were 
stealthily placed on the 
grounds of the Rev. Mar¬ 
tin Luther King Jr.'s church, 
and authorities said Thurs¬ 
day they were looking for 
two white males who were 


recorded on surveillance 
camera leaving the rebel 
banners behind. 

Atlanta police Chief 
George Turner said his 
agency was working with 
federal authorities and 
they have not determined 
what charges might be 
levied. Turner said they 


have not ruled out a hate 
crime. An officer from the 
Atlanta FBI’s joint terror¬ 
ism task force was on the 
scene “to better determine 
if any specific threats were 
received" and to provide 
support to Atlanta police, 
FBI Special Agent Steve 
Emmett said in an email. 


King preached at Ebenezer 
Baptist Church on Auburn 
Avenue, once a bustling 
center of commerce for 
Atlanta's African-American 
businesses and residents. 
The Martin Luther King Jr. 
Center for Nonviolent So¬ 
cial Change, the historic 
church and its new build¬ 
ing — where congregants 
now meet and where the 
flags were placed — are a 
short walk from the home 
of King’s grandparents, 
where the slain civil rights 
leader lived for the first 12 
years of his life. 

It was the latest volley in 
the fight over the Confed¬ 
erate flag and Civil War- 
era monuments ever since 
a white gunman was ac¬ 
cused of killing nine black 
church members in South 
Carolina. Statues of the se¬ 
cessionist, pro-slavery Con¬ 
federacy have been van¬ 
dalized around the South, 
and state governments in 
South Carolina and Ala¬ 
bama hove removed rebel 
battle flags entirely from 
Capitol grounds. The flag 


is claimed by some white 
southerners as a symbol 
of regional and ancestral 
pride, but has also been 
used by white suprema¬ 
cists and is seen by many 
African-Americans and as 
a symbol of oppression. 

The Rev. Raphael Wornock, 
senior pastor at Ebenezer, 
called placing the flags a 
“terroristic threat." 

“It is a hateful act," he said. 
“I view it as an effort to in¬ 
timidate us in some way, 
and we will not be intimi¬ 
dated.” 

Atlanta police Officer Gory 
Wade said a maintenance 
worker discovered the flags 
at 6 a.m. Thursday and no¬ 
tified the National Park Ser¬ 
vice, which operates the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Na¬ 
tional Flistoric Site, which is 
adjacent to the church. 
“Our grounds men were 
so upset, they took pic¬ 
tures and then they moved 
them,” said the Rev. Shan- 
an Jones of Ebenezer Bap¬ 
tist. The flogs weren't stuck 
in the ground but instead 
set neatly on top of it.Q

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Trump turns golf trip Into extension of campaign trai

TURNBERRY, Scotland (AP) 

— Donald Trump turned a 
brief trip to a golf tourna¬ 
ment in Scotland into an 
extension of his presidential 
campaign trail when he at¬ 
tended the Women’s British 
Open at his plush Turnberry 
resort on Thursday. 

The first round of one of the 
high-profile events in wom¬ 
en’s golf wound up being 
a mere sideshow from the 
moment the Republican 
arrived at the course with 
family members in his pri¬ 
vate helicopter, declaring 
“the world has asked me 
to be here." 

Questions to Trump were 
restricted to golf and his fu¬ 
ture plans for Turnberry, the 
world’s media had been 
warned. It didn’t turn out 
that way. 

Wearing a red hat embla¬ 
zoned with his campaign 
slogan “Make America 
Great Again,” the billion¬ 
aire celebrity businessman 
spoke of how he would 
“get along very well” with 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin and make the U.S 
military “so strong that no¬ 
body would mess with us,” 
if he became president. 
Trump, whose grandmoth¬ 
er was born in Scotland, 
also weighed in on British 
politics, saying he hoped 
there would not be an¬ 
other independence ref¬ 
erendum in Scotland for 
50 years because of the 
“bedlam and confusion” 
created by last year’s vote. 
Trump's provocative com¬ 
ments on topics like immi¬ 
gration have commanded 
lots of media attention and 
attracted rising poll num¬ 
bers, and he said he would 
continue stating his strong 
views because “we're so 
politically correct in our 
country that people are 
sick and tired of things not 
getting done.” 


Forthe golf industry, though, 
his comments have been 
problematic. 

The Women’s British Open, 
the fourth of five major 
championships, is the big¬ 


gest event to be staged at 
one of Trump’s 18 golf prop¬ 
erties since his disparaging 
comments about Mexicans 
during his presidential cam¬ 
paign announcement last 


month. Trump said that 
some Mexican immigrants 
bring drugs and crime to 
the U.S., and some are rap¬ 
ists. Golf authorities have 
distanced themselves from 


his remarks and an Octo¬ 
ber tournament on one of 
Trump’s courses in Los An¬ 
geles — the Grand Slam of 
Golf — was moved. 

It was too late, though, for 
a potential change in ven¬ 
ue for the Women's British 
Open, and Michelle Wie — 
one of the stars of the wom- 
en's tour — said this week 
she believes Trump's pres¬ 
ence at Turnberry will dis¬ 
tract from the competition. 
Certainly, all eyes were on 
Trump when his helicopter 
circled Turnberry twice, 
above the morning starters 
out on the course, before 
landing in front of the ho¬ 
tel at the luxurious resort he 
purchased last year. 

“I was like, ‘Man, that's a 
really nice helicopter,"' 
said No. 2-ranked Lydia 
Ko, who was playing the 
16th hole at the time when 
she heard the whirring 
of Trump’s helicopter. “I 
would love one.”G 
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Turkey onslaught on Kurds, after IS attack, fuels anger

DIYARBAKIR, Turkey (AP) — 

Just when it seemed Turkey 
was getting serious about 
the fight against IS, it has 
turned its military focus to 
pounding its old foe: the 
Kurdish rebels. 
InTurkey’sKurdish heartland, 
the government's renewed 
military onslaught against 
the rebels has left many 
people crying treachery 
— with suspicions rife 
that Turkey used a brief 
offensive against IS as 
a cover to launch a 
broad attack against the 
Kurdistan Workers Party, or 
PKK. Many Kurds also are 
venting frustration against 
the United States, accusing 
Washington of turning a 
blind eye to Turkish attacks 
on the Kurds in exchange 
for logistical support on IS. 
“We are used to this. Kurds 
have witnessed betrayal 
for centuries” said Axin 
Bro, a musician. “National 
powers use us for their own 
ends.” 

The U.S. had welcomed 
Turkey's air assault last 
week on the Islamic 


State group, along with 
its decision to open air 
bases for American sorties, 
as a sign that Turkey had 
dropped its reluctance to 
fight the extremist group. 
Since then, Turkish jets 
taking off from this city in 
Kurdish-dominated lands 
have been hitting PKK 
targets in northern Iraq and 
southeastern Turkey, as the 
militant group has targeted 
military and police in 
Turkey. 

Turkish jets again pounded 
PKK targets in northern Iraq 
in an operation Thursday 
that lasted two and a 
half hours, a government 
official said. He said the 
latest airstrikes were in 
retaliation for an attack 
on troops stationed near 
the border with Iraq earlier 
in the day that killed three 
soldiers. He spoke on 
condition of anonymity in 
line with government rules 
requiring prior authorization 
to speak to journalists. 

The U.S. has said Turkey 
has a right to defend itself 
against the PKK, which 
Washington, like Turkey, 
considers a terrorist group. 
The PKK is affiliated with.

Al-Qaida abducts US-backed

BEIRUT (AP) — The leader of 
a U.S.-backed rebel group 
and several of his men have 
been abducted in northern 
Syria by the al-Qaida-affili- 
ated Nusra Front, the rebel 
group and opposition ac¬ 
tivists said Thursday. 

A statement issued in the 
name of the group, “Divi¬ 
sion 30,” accused the Nus¬ 
ra Front of abducting Col. 
Nadim al-Hassan and sev¬ 
eral other members of the 
group in the northern Alep¬ 
po countryside. It called 
for their immediate release 
“to avoid bloodshed be¬ 
tween Muslims.” There was 
no official comment from 
the Nusra Front, which has 
in the past moved against 
rebel groups backed by 
the United States. Last year, 
the extremist group routed 
the U.S.-backed Harakat 
Hazm rebel group and the 
Syria Revolutionary Front 
from their main northern 
strongholds in the Idlib 


province, dealing a blow 
to U.S. efforts to arm and 
train Syrian rebels. 

The kidnapping, which oc¬ 
curred Wednesday night, 
came a few days after the 
U.S. and Turkey announced 
the outlines of a deal to 
help rebels push IS back 
from a strip of territory it 
controls along the Syrian- 
Turkish border, replacing it 
with more moderate reb¬ 
els backed by Washington 
and Ankara. 

A representative of “Divi¬ 
sion 30” said reports that 
the group was Western- 
backed were likely the rea¬ 
son behind the kidnapping.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

In a bid to consolidate his 
political support and com¬ 
plete a crucial bailout with 
creditors, Greek Prime Min¬ 
ister Alexis Tsipras on Thurs¬ 
day called for a vote within 
his party to decisively side¬ 
line rebels opposed to the 
rescue deal. 

The radical-left Syriza party 
members would be asked 
in the vote, slated for Sun¬ 
day, whether they accept 
his plans to reach a deal 
on a package of loans 
from creditors in exchange 
for more tax increases and 
budget savings. 

Tsipras is gambling that with 
a win, he would neutralize 
the rebel party members, 
a group who contend the 
terms are too painful and 
that Greece would be bet¬ 
ter off leaving the euro. 

The rebels’ constant oppo¬ 
sition threatens to splinter 
the party and government 


and has raised the possibil¬ 
ity of fresh elections in the 
autumn — which would 
create new uncertainty just 
as the country tries to get its 
economy back on its feet. 
Addressing the party's 
200-strong decision-mak¬ 
ing body, Tsipras likened 
the vote to putting “the 
pin back in the hand gre¬ 
nade.” “We have to agree 
that we can’t go on this 
way,” Tsipras said, add¬ 
ing that “the absurdity of 
this peculiar and unprece¬ 
dented dualism” within the 
party must stop. 

The vote could precede 
an extraordinary party con¬ 
gress in September, when 
the Greek government 
hopes to have concluded 
the rescue agreement, 
strengthening Tsipras’ hold 
on power. 

In two successive votes 
in parliament this month, 
nearly a fourth of Syriza’s 
lawmakers refused to sup¬

JERUSALEM (AP) — Revel¬ 
ers dancing and singing

at the parade in 2005. 

Six people were wounded 
in the attack, two of them 
seriously, Eli Bin of Israel’s 
emergency service said. 
The Gay Pride Parade was 
proceeding as planned 
with party music, Israeli 
flogs and rainbow-clod 
marchers wending their 


way through central Jeru¬ 
salem’s barricaded streets, 
under a heavy police pres¬ 
ence. 

An Associated Press pho¬ 
tographer witnessed the 
attacker enter the throng 
of people with his hand 
in his coot and within sec¬ 
onds raise a knife and be¬ 
gin stabbing people in the 
back. Police pounced on 
him and arrested him. 

The crowd’s carefree 
cheers suddenly gave way 
to screams. Panic ensued, 
and a bloody woman fell 
to the ground, on Associ¬ 
ated Press photographer 
at the scene said.

Another 
man with his shirt off also 
had blood dripping down 
his back. Medics quickly 
surrounded them both 
and applied pressure to 
stop the bleeding.

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — A ri¬ 
val Libyan jihadi group has 
driven an Islamic State af¬ 
filiate from most of its east¬ 
ern stronghold of Darna, in 
fighting that killed 40 mili¬ 
tants on both sides, officials 
said Thursday. 

They said fhaf at least 27 
IS fighters were killed the 
night before when the 
Shura Council of Jihadis 
attacked the group in 
the coastal city, where 
IS gained its first foothold 
in Libya last year. Medi¬ 
cal officials said 13 Coun¬ 
cil fighters were killed and 
20 wounded. The Council 
said in a statement that 
the push Wednesday night 


had driven the last IS rem¬ 
nants from the city cen¬ 
ter. It plans to pursue the 
remaining IS fighters, who 
have fled to the nearby 
mountain suburb of al-Fa- 
tayah. Forces loyal to the 
internationally recognized 
government based in Lib¬ 
ya’s east have meanwhile 
surrounded Darna and 
were moving in on it from 
the south, seeking to drive 
out all of the jihadis, military 
officials said. All officials 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because they were 
not authorized to brief re¬ 
porters. 

Libya is bitterly divided 
between an elected par¬ 
liament and government 
based in the eastern city 


of Tobruk, wifh liffle power 
on the ground, and an Is¬ 
lamist militia-backed gov¬ 
ernment in the capital, 
Tripoli. Hundreds of militias 
are aligned with either side 
or battling on their own for 
power and turf. 

Troops loyal to the eastern 
government and led by 
Gen. Khalifa Hitter have 
surrounded Darna for 
months and until recently 
appeared to refrain from 
getting involved in the 
fighting between the vari¬ 
ous jihadi militias.

BAGHDAD (AP) — It’s a 
15-minute walk through a 
lush palm grove from Bagh¬ 
dad’s ol-Takio refugee 
camp to the nearest well, 
but as temperatures hov¬ 
ered around 52 degrees 
Celsius (126 F) on Thursday, 
Zakiyah Abdullah, who is 
eight months pregnant, 
said it felt like on eternity. 
Scorching temperatures 
are normal this time of 
year, but an unprecedent¬ 
ed heat wove prompted 
Iraqi authorities to declare 
a mandatory four-day holi¬ 
day beginning Thursday. 
The government has urged 
residents to stay out of the 
sun and drink plenty of wa¬ 
ter, but for Abdullah and 
many of the more than 3 
million Iraqis displaced by 
conflict, that poses a di¬ 
lemma. 

Abdullah, whose face is 
visibly sunburned, says she 


is nauseous from the heat 
and worried about the 
baby’s health. So with sons 
Omar, 3, and Abdulkoder, 
7, in tow, she ventured to 
the well, walking slowly and 
taking deep breaths. 

When they reached the 
well, Abdulkoder squatted 
down with his white bucket 
to collect the water — only 
nothing came out. 

“Turn it on!" Omar 
screeched. 

“It is on! It’s not working!" 
Abdulkoder replied. 
Chronic electricity and wa¬ 
ter cuts in Iraq and other 
conflict-ridden countries 
make heat waves like the 
present one even more 
unbearable — particularly 
for the more than 14 mil¬ 
lion people displaced by 
violence across the region. 
In the southern Iraqi city 
of Basra earlier this month, 
protesters clashed with po¬ 
lice as they demonstrated 
for better power services, 
leaving one person dead. 


Unlike other countries in the 
region, Iraq lacks beaches 
and travel restrictions make 
it difficult for people to es¬ 
cape the sweltering heat, 
leaving many — even 
those fortunate enough to 
live in their homes — with 
limited options for cool¬ 
ing off. Some swim in rivers 
and irrigation canals, while 
others spend these days in 
air-conditioned shopping 
malls. 

To the south, in the similarly 
sweltering Gulf, residents 
cranked up their air con¬ 
ditioners, and elsewhere 
in the Middle East, those 
who could headed to the 
beach to escape Thurs¬ 
day’s soaring tempera¬ 
tures, high even by the 
standards of the region. 

It is not uncommon for 
well-off Gulf citizens to 
decamp with their luxury 
cars and servants to cool¬ 
er spots such as Britain or 
Switzerland as tempera¬ 
tures rise. Saudi Arabia’s 


King Salman, joined by a 
delegation numbering in 
the hundreds, is currently 
cooling off in the south of 
France. 

Several Gulf states, includ¬ 
ing the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates, Qatar and Saudi 
Arabia, mandate midday 
breaks when temperatures 
are at their highest for low- 
paid migrant laborers dur¬ 
ing the summer months. But 
that only provides some re¬ 
lief as many still spend long 
hours working in the heat 
and travel to job sites on 
buses without air condition¬ 
ing. 

A Filipino migrant rights ac¬ 
tivist collapsed and later 
died of apparent heat 
stroke during a visit to his 
country’s consulate in 
Dubai this week. 


One of the hottest spots in 
the Gulf was Kuwait City, 
where Thursday tempera¬ 
tures were expected to 
reach 48 C (118 F). The civil 
aviation authority’s meteo¬ 
rological department fore¬ 
cast daytime conditions as 
“very hot" and overnight 
temperatures as “relatively 
hot," with moderate winds 
providing little relief. 
Kuwaitis nonetheless took it 
in stride. 

“Honestly, everyone has 
adapted to the heat. Most 
activities are only indoors 
and air-conditioned,” said 
Fajer al-Matrouk, 25, who 
works in marketing. “Life 
goes on despite the insane 
heat!"

Venezuela’s top 
beer firm halting 
work at 2 plants 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela's largest beer 
manufacturer is shutting 
some of its plants because 
of a lack of imported bar¬ 
ley. The federation of beer 
brewers announced Thurs¬ 
day that the beer-making 
subsidy of Empresas Polar 
will suspend operations at 
two of its six plants due to 
the shortage. The federa¬ 
tion says the problem could 
be resolved next month. 
Polar is Venezuela's larg¬ 
est privately held company 
and distributes a majority 
of the country's beer. The 
federation says the closures 
could hinder a quarter of 
domestic beer production. 
Venezuela is grappling with 
chronic shortages of staples 
including cooking oil, toilet 
paper and sugar that busi¬ 
nesses blame on the social¬ 
ist government's economic 
policies. President Nicolas 
Maduro has accused Polar 
of sabotaging the econo¬ 
my by hoarding goods and 
intentionally creating short¬ 
ages, a charge the com¬ 
pany has denied. 

Merchant’s death

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Colombian street ven¬ 
dors clashed for hours with 
Venezuela's national guard 
this week after an alleged 
Colombian smuggler was 
killed, leading authorities to 
briefly close the main bor¬ 
der crossing between the 
two countries. Officials in 
Colombia said the trouble 
began when Venezuelan 
authorities discovered a 
man on a hidden trail trying 
to smuggle goods across 
the notoriously porous bor¬ 
der and the man died in 
the confrontation. As news 
of the death spread, more 
than 100 Colombian ven¬ 
dors began protesting on 
the Venezuelan side of the 
Simon Bolivar bridge con¬ 
necting the two countries.

NBA in Africa? 
‘Stay tuned’ 
for regular- 
season game

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 

The NBA is in Africa for an 
exhibition, and NBA Com¬ 
missioner Adorn Silver ex¬ 
pects more important 
gomes to come. 

“Stay tuned,” Silver said 
Thursday os 20 NBA stars, 
including Chris Paul and 
Luol Deng, prepare to play 
at a small arena in down¬ 
town Johannesburg — the 
first NBA game of any kind 
in Africa. “This is an experi¬ 
ment of sorts.” Although he 
didn't give an exact time 
frame. Silver said a pre¬ 
season game and then 
a regular-season game 
on the continent was the 
logical progression for the 
NBA, which is on a “fast 
track” to build a brand in 
soccer-crazy Africa.

DENVER (AP) — Kaka and 
David Villa are raising the 
profile of Major League 
Soccer. Clinf Dempsey and 
the U.S. notional teams 
have done their part, too. 
Buoyed by international 
soccer icons and capital¬ 
izing on recent World Cup 
success by the American 
men's and women's na¬ 
tional teams, the league 
is drawing record num¬ 
bers so far this season, MLS 
Commissioner Don Garber 
said in an interview with 
The Associated Press this 
week. 

MLS overages 21,109 spec¬ 
tators a game, a figure 
bolstered by the additions 
of Orlando City (Koka's 
squad) and New York City 
FC (Villa's team). The 20- 
team league also has new 
television deals that allow 
their stars to be seen all 
over the globe. 

Still, MLS is losing money 
— Garber declined to 
give an exact figure — as 
teams write big checks for 
fop players and fund play¬ 
er developmenf through 
academy programs to 
discover the next Michael 
Bradley, London Donovan 
or Dempsey. 

“We're still in investment 
mode,” said Garber, 
whose MLS All-Stars beat 
Tottenham Hotspur 2-1 on 
Wednesday. “But there’s 
a lot of momenfum for 
the sport of soccer in the 
U.S. and Canada and that 
is empowering." 

Next on the docket? Ex¬ 
pansion. Atlanta is sched¬ 
uled to join MLS in 2017 and 
a second team in Los An¬ 


geles the following season. 
Down fhe road, Miami and 
Minnesofa are expected 
to come on board as well. 
Garber threw his support 
behind a plan presented 
by retired soccer icon Da¬ 
vid Beckham to officials 
in Miami. Beckham and 
his parfners are looking at 
the former Orange Bowl 
sife, wifh fhe field financed 
privately and built on city- 
owned land at an estimat¬ 
ed cost of around $200 mil¬ 
lion. 

“We believe Miami will be 
o great MLS market and 
we look forward fo bringing 
the whole project across 
the finish line,” Garber said. 
As for Minnesota, that's 
proving a little more chal¬ 
lenging. With the passing of 


an early July deadline for a 
sfadium plan in Minneapo¬ 
lis, fhe league is turning its 
attention toward St. Paul. 
“We've now become in¬ 
trigued by a possibility of 
having a sfadium be in Sf. 
Paul,” Garber said. “Similar 
with Miami, though, with¬ 
out a stadium, you can’t 
go forward anywhere. But 
we remain hopeful.” 

Ofher potential markets 
include Sacramento, St. 
Louis or San Diego, he said. 
“That speaks to this overall 
growth period that we’re 
going through,” Garber 
said. “You have to do ex¬ 
pansion right. There’s no 
rush. If we have to wait 
any period of time to get 
it right, we’re willing to do 
that.” 


Garber is encouraged 
by the number of foreign 
players headlining MLS ros- 
fers — and not just as a last 
resort. 

Sebastian Giovinco, the 
28-year-old former Juven- 
fus standout, has 13 goals 
and 10 assists for Toronto 
FC this season. 

Then there's Kaka and Villa, 
a pair of 33-year-old highly 
decorated players who 
are demonstrating they still 
have flashy moves. Kaka 
scored on a penalty kick in 
the MLS All-Star game and 
set up Villa’s goal. 

“We’re still going through 
these unique phases that 
are determining what this 
league will look like,” Gar¬ 
ber said. “We don’t know 
what MLS will look like two 


years from now. 

“But if a fan lives in a mar¬ 
ket with an MLS team, we 
hope they’ll be deeply 
connected with our local 
club. Point their face and 
wave a flog, puf on a club 
jersey and celebrafe this 
game. Think of this league 
as a league of their own.” 
Other topics Garber 
touched on: 

ALL-STAR FORMAT: Gar¬ 
ber is open to looking at a 
possible return to the East- 
West format for the All-Star 
game. However, the con¬ 
test featuring an interna¬ 
tional opponent has been 
o big hit. “It provides us 
the platform fo stand toe- 
to-toe against all the big 
clubs and say, ‘Hey, we 
can get in the ring with you 
guys,"’ Garber said. “It cre¬ 
ates a real profile.” 

NO SIMMERING BEEF: Gar¬ 
ber said he’s on good 
terms with U.S. national 
team coach Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann. The pair had a pub¬ 
lic spat last year, when 
Garber criticized Klinsmann 
for nof faking Donovan fo 
the World Cup and also for 
saying Dempsey and Brad¬ 
ley damaged fheir careers 
by refurning fo MLS from 
European clubs. “I'm a big 
supporfer of Jurgen. I have 
no doubf his infenfions are 
good,” Garber said. 

PRIME TIME: Through new 
TV deals, MLS games can 
be wafched in Europe, 
Soufh American, Asia and 
Africa. “When you have 
David Villa, Steven Ger- 
rard, and Frank Lampard 
and Kaka in your league, 
the rest of the world is go¬ 
ing to pay attention,” Gar¬ 
ber said. □

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“Part of why I'm here is to 
continue to investigate 
new facilities,” Silver said. 
“We would wont a larger, 
more modern arena for 
o regular or pre-season 
gome here. And it’s also 
to test the response here. 
These things just take time, 
but I'm very confident that 
in the not-too-distont fu¬ 
ture we will be playing, to 
begin with, o pre-season 
game on the continent of 
Africa.” 

Having already explored 
possibilities in China and 
Europe, Africa’s next for the 
NBA, which has brought 
some big names — coach¬ 
es as well as players — to 
Johannesburg for Satur¬ 
day’s exhibition game at 
Ellis Park Arena. 

There’s Paul, an eight-time 
All Star, who will captain 
Team World. Deng, a two- 
time All Star, will lead a 
Team Africa. Pau and Marc 
Gasol have also made the 
trip, as has San Antonio 
Spurs coach Gregg Popo¬ 


vich and coach of the 
year Mike Budenholzer of 
the Atlanta Hawks. Also on 
the rosters are Al-Farouq 
Aminu and Giannis An- 
tetokounmpo, who both 
have parents from Nigeria. 
This game’s the next step 
in the league’s links to Af¬ 
rica that began with the 
first-round draft of Hakeem 
Olajuwon by the Houston 
Rockets in 1984, Silver said. 
Olajuwon, who is from Ni¬ 
geria and is part of this trip 
to South Africa as an NBA 
ambassador, went on to 
become a two-time NBA 
champion and 12-time All 
Star. The NBA's presence 
in Africa, and particularly 
southern Africa, is still com¬ 
paratively small. On Satur¬ 
day, the stars will play at 
an old, 4,000-seat arena, 
tiny for NBA standards. But 
it’s sold out and it’s a start. 
Silver told a small group of 
reporters at his hotel. 

“What I’d like to see is a 
group of some of our very 
best players showcasing 
the game, demonstrating 
how fun and exciting the 
game is,” Silver said. “The 
players are bringing their 
talents direct to Johannes¬ 
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Play at Tropicana, use your 
comps for Gas or Groceries. 

That's right, we've partnered with Super 
Food and Texaco to offer this as a benefit 
for our members and just one more 
reason to play with us. Every ^2 in comps 
gets you ^1 gas or groceries voucher. 
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burg as opposed to peo¬ 
ple getting it off media.” 
The low profile of the NBA 
in South Africa can also 
work in players’ favor for 
now, with some of the 
NBA’s top names walking 
around their hotel lobby 
in suburban Johannesburg 
unnoticed by locals. 

Some of them will use the 
offseason trip to go on a 
safari and visit the founda¬ 
tion of late South African 
president Nelson Mandela, 
Silver said, among other 
excursions. There will also 
be visits to museums, and 
coaching clinics in poorer 
neighborhoods around 
Johannesburg. Even Silver, 
who got married recently, 
said he was taking the op¬ 
portunity for a honeymoon 
after the game. He and 
his wife will go to the Sey¬ 
chelles, off the east coast 
of Africa. 

Silver said there was a 
large amount of “symbol¬ 


ism” to the NBA’s visit to 
Africa and its first game on 
the continent, comparing 
it in some ways to President 
Barack Obama’s recent 
trips to Kenya and Ethiopia. 
“(It’s) so much more than 
just a game,” Silver said. 
Adding to the symbolism, 
the Team World versus 
Team Africa exhibition will 
take place at the same 
stadium complex where 


the late Mandela famously 
wore a South African rugby 
jersey to a game in 1995 to 
help unite the country as it 
emerged from apartheid, 
the story told in Clint East¬ 
wood’s “Invictus” movie. 
The NBA players were 
aware of that connection. 
Silver said, after they at¬ 
tended talks this week by 
members of the league’s

DETROIT (AP) — Toronto ac¬ 
quired All-Star left-hander 
David Price from the De¬ 
troit Tigers on Thursday, the 
second major move in less 
than a week by the Blue 
Jays as they chase their first 
postseason appearance 
since 1993. 

After obtaining slugging 
shortstop Troy Tulowitzki 
from Colorado, the Blue 
Joys tried to shore up their 
rotation by adding Price, 
likely the top remaining 
starting pitcher on the mar¬ 
ket. 

“These types of players, 
the great superstar players, 
rarely become available,” 
Toronto general manager 
Alex Anthopoulos said. 
“We think we’re a good 
team and adding a guy 
like Price we think mokes us 
that much stronger and will 
give us a chance to win. 
It’s as simple os that.” 

The Blue Jays sent left¬ 
handers Daniel Norris, Mott 
Boyd and Jairo Lobourt to 
the Tigers in the deal. Price 
con become a free agent 
otter this season. 

Speaking in the Detroit 
clubhouse before the Ti¬ 
gers faced the Orioles in 
Baltimore, Price was ex¬ 
cited about joining a con¬ 
tender — even if he did 
refer to the Blue Joys os 
“they” instead of “we.” 
“They’ve got a good thing 
going on right now in To¬ 
ronto,” he said. “They’ve 
kind of been in this situation 
before and didn’t make 
these type of moves. It def¬ 
initely shows you that they 
wont to win right now. You 
hove to respect that. You 


hove to like it and that’s 
what you wont to be o port 
of.” 

Toronto has scored more 
runs than any other team 
in the major leagues but still 
had a .500 record heading 
into Thursday night’s game 
against the Royals. The Blue 
Joys trailed Minnesota by 
two gomes for the AL’s sec¬ 
ond wild cord and were 
seven behind the AL East¬ 
leading New York Yankees. 
Now, however, the Blue 
Jays appear ripe to make 
a run. 

“By adding these two,” 
Toronto manager John 
Gibbons said, “it gives me 
a shot in the arm. I know 
that.” Joys third baseman 
Josh Donaldson said: “You 
look around the clubhouse. 


you’re going to see a lot of 
All-Stars. It feels like you’re 
almost playing fantasy 
baseball.” 

Price was traded at the 
deadline for a second 
straight year. He went from 
Tampa Boy to Detroit in a 
three-team blockbuster 
lost July — one of several 
bold moves the Tigers hove 
made over the lost few 
seasons while winning four 
straight AL Central titles. 
Although the Tigers were 
only 3 1/2 games behind a 
wild-card berth, they were 
in fourth place in their di¬ 
vision entering Thursday’s 
gome at Baltimore. This 
deal was mode with on 
eye toward the future. 
Detroit could be a con¬ 
tender again in 2016, but

the coming days, weeks 
and months will probably 
include plenty of changes. 
“When you lose a pitcher 
like David Price, you don’t 
generally think you’re get¬ 
ting better,” Ausmus said. 
Ausmus could only hope 
the deal would not hove 
a lasting negative effect in 
the Detroit clubhouse. 

“I’m sure the guys aren’t 
happy that they’re losing 
David Price. Who would 
be?” he said. “It will prob¬ 
ably sting for a few days, 
but (they’ll) get past it.”

“At this point,” Anthopou¬ 
los said, “we’re trying to 
give ourselves the best op¬ 
portunity to get in the play¬ 
offs.” 

Price is 9-4 with o 2.53 ERA 
this season. The 2012 AL Cy 
Young Award winner will 
anchor a Toronto rotation 
that includes Mark Bueh- 
rle and 2012 NL Cy Young 
winner R.A. Dickey. The 
Blue Joys may not need 
stellar pitching down the 
stretch with a lineup that 
includes Tulowitzki, Jose 
Bautista, Josh Donaldson 
and Edwin Encarnocion, 
but Price gives them a true 
oce — which could come 
in handy if Toronto does 
end up in the one-gome, 
wild-card playoff. 

The Blue Jays will pay the 
$7,122,151 remaining on 
Price’s $19.75 million salary 
this season. 

“I’m going to be a Blue 
Joy now. That’s just port of 
the business,” Price said. 
“We hove o very talented 
group of guys in here and 
so do the Blue Jays. So I’ll 
go there and be ready to 
pitch every five days and 
be a good teammate dur¬ 
ing the days in-between.”

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Facebook ready to test giant drone for Internet service

MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) — 

Facebook says it will begin 
test flights later this year 
for o solar-powered drone 
with a wingspan as big os 
a Boeing 737, in the next 
stage of its campaign to 
deliver Internet connectiv¬ 
ity to remote parts of the 
world. 

Engineers at the giant so¬ 
cial network soy they’ve 
built o drone with o 140- 
foot wingspan that weighs 
less than 1,000 pounds. 
Designed to fly at high 
altitudes for up to three 
months, it will use lasers to 
send Internet signals to sta¬ 
tions on the ground. 
Though Facebook is better 
known for online software 
that lets people shore 
news with friends, watch 
viral videos — and view 
commercial advertising — 
engineers in a unit called 
the Connectivity Lob are 
working on o different set 
of problems. 

For one thing, they ore de¬ 
signing a loser communi¬ 
cations system they hope 
will be accurate enough 
to hit o target the size of o 
dime at a distance of 11 
miles, said Yoel Maguire, 
director of the unit, which is 
responsible for drones, sat¬ 
ellites and other high-tech 
communications projects. 
“There's a lot of mov¬ 
ing ports here that have 
to work in concert,” said 
Maguire, during o press 
briefing at the company’s 
headquarters. 

The project is port of o 
broader Facebook effort 
that also contemplates 
using satellites and other 
high-tech gear to deliver 
Internet service to hun¬ 
dreds of millions of people 
living in regions too remote 
for conventional broad¬ 
band networks. 

Other tech companies 
have launched similar ini¬ 


tiatives. Google is experi¬ 
menting with high-oltitude 
balloons as well os drones 
and satellites. Microsoft 
has funded a project that 
will transmit Internet signals 
over unused television air¬ 
waves. 

Facebook also has a sepa¬ 
rate but related initiative 
that works with wireless 
carriers to provide limited 
mobile Internet service at 
no cost, in countries where 
residents are too poor to 
afford traditional wireless 
plans. 

But the company invited 
reporters Thursday to hear 
an update on its effort to 
provide service to about 
10 percent of the world’s 
population who live in re¬ 
gions where it’s not prac¬ 
tical or too expensive to 
build the usual infrastruc¬ 
ture for Internet service. 
Facebook’s drone was 
developed in port with 
engineering expertise that 
joined the company when 
it acquired o British aero¬ 
space startup, Ascento, 
lost year. Facebook en¬ 
gineering vice president 
Jay Porikh said the team 
created a design that uses 
rigid but light-weight layers 


of carbon fiber, capable of 
flying in the frosty cold tem¬ 
peratures found at high al¬ 
titudes, for on extended 
period of time. 

The plan colls for using he¬ 
lium balloons to lift each 
drone into the air, Parikh 
said. The drones ore de¬ 
signed to climb to 90,000 
feet, safely above com¬ 
mercial airliners and thun¬ 
derstorms, where they will 
fly in circles through the 
day. At night, he said, they 
will settle to about 60,000 
feet to conserve battery 
power.

Shell to cut jobs 
over long period 
of cheap oil cost

LONDON (AP) — Royal 
Dutch Shell announced 
deep cuts to jobs and in¬ 
vestment on Thursday as 
the global energy giant 
prepares for a prolonged 
period of low oil prices. 
Shell expects to eliminate 
6,500 staff and contrac¬ 
tor positions this year as it 
seeks to reduce operating 
costs by 10 percent, the 
Netherlands-based com¬ 
pany said Thursday. The 
company also plans to re¬ 
duce capital investment 
by $7 billion, or 20 percent. 
The cuts were announced 
as Shell reported that sec¬ 
ond-quarter net income 
fell 25 percent to $3.99 bil¬ 
lion. Brent crude, a bench¬ 
mark for North Sea oil, av¬ 
eraged about $62 a barrel 
during the period, down 
from $110 in the second 
quarter of 2014. 

“Today's oil price down¬ 
turn could last for several 
years, and Shell's planning 
assumptions reflect today's 
market realities," Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Ben van Beurden 
said. “The company has 
to be resilient in today's oil 
price environment, even 
though we see the poten¬ 
tial for a return to a $70-$90 
oil price band in the me¬ 
dium term." 

Shell also said it had agreed 
to sell a 33 percent stake in 
Japan's Showa Shell Sekiyu 
for around $1.4 billion. 
Production of oil and natu¬ 
ral gas fell 11 percent to 
the equivalent of 2.73 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day during 
the second quarter, partly 
due to the sale of assets in 
North America and secu¬ 
rity concerns in Nigeria. 
Shell plans to bolster earn¬ 
ings through the $70 billion 
acquisition of British Gas 
announced in April. 

The deal, which is sched¬ 
uled to be completed in 
early 2016, will produce 
cost savings of about $2.5 
billion a year by 2018, the 
company said Thursday. 
Shell also said it expects 
to sell $30 billion of assets 
between 2016 and 2018 as 
the two companies' hold¬ 
ings are combined and 
restructured. □

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United Nations 
adopts resolution 
to combat illegal 
wildlife trafficking

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
The U.N. General Assem¬ 
bly unanimously adopt¬ 
ed its first-ever resolution 
aimed at combatting il¬ 
licit tratficking in wildlite 
on Thursday as its sponsors 
expressed outrage at the 
killing of a beloved pro¬ 
tected lion in Zimbabwe. 
The resolution, approved 
by consensus by the 
193-member world body, 
is not legally binding. But 
its universal support re¬ 
flects growing global op¬ 
position to the escalating 
poaching and trafficking, 
especially in elephant and 
rhinoceros horns, but also 
in other wild animals and 
plants. 

It follows recent commit¬ 
ments by the United States 
and China, the world's 
top market for illegal ivory, 
to end commercial ivory 
trading. 

The resolution, sponsored 
by Gabon and Germany 
and co-sponsored by over 
70 countries, urges all na¬ 
tions "to take decisive 
steps at the national level 
to prevent, combat and 
eradicate the illegal trade 
in wildlife, on both the sup¬ 
ply and demand sides." 
The assembly said this 
should include strengthen¬ 
ing legislation to prevent, 
investigate and prosecute 
illegal trading and called 
on all countries to make 
illicit trafficking involving 
organized criminal groups 
“a serious crime.” 

Gabon’s Foreign Minister 
Emmanuel Issoze-Ngon- 
det praised the adoption 
of the resolution, which is 
the product of more than 
two years of negotiations, 
as "a historic step.”Q

DOCTOR 
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Philae probe finds evidence that comets can be cosmic labs

BERLIN (AP) — Scientists say 
the Philae space probe has 
gathered data support¬ 
ing the theory that comets 
can serve as cosmic labo¬ 
ratories in which some of 
the essential elements for 
life are assembled. 

Philae, which is part of the 
European Space Agency’s 
Rosetta mission, used two 
separate instruments to 
‘sniff’ for molecules during 
its bumpy landing on com¬ 
et 67P/Churyumov-Gerasi- 
menko last November. 

In an article published 
Thursday in the journal Sci¬ 
ence, researchers said they 
spent months analyzing the 
data and concluded that 
67P contains at least 16 or¬ 
ganic compounds. Four of 
them, including acetone, 
hadn’t been detected on 
a comet before. 

“Comets are loaded with 
all the raw materials like 
water, C02, methane, 
ammonia, needed to as¬ 
semble more complex or¬ 
ganic molecules, perhaps 
sparked by UV-photons 
from the Sun or cosmic 
rays, or in the shock that 
occurs when a comet hits 
the surface of a planet 
like the young Earth," said 
Mark McCaughrean, a se¬ 
nior scientific adviser at the 
European Space Agency. 
It’s not yet known whether 
the complex molecules 
found in 67P were made 
in the early solar system 
and then incorporated 
into the comet or formed 
there later, he said. “Either 
way, it seems that comets 
are pretty good places to 
find the building blocks of 
molecules which later on 
could be used for life." 
McCaughrean, who 

wasn’t directly involved in 
the study, dismissed recent 
reports that evidence of 
life itself had been found 
on the comet. But he said 


the prebiotic compounds 
that were detected might 
be coaxed into even more 
complex molecules such 
as amino acids, including 
by a planetary impact. 


Proteins, fundamental to 
living organisms, are made 
from long chains of amino 
acids, and the simplest 
one, glycine, was even de¬ 
tected in material collect¬ 
ed from the tail of another 
comet by NASA’s Stardust 
mission a few years ago. 
The Philae scientists have 


not found any amino acids 
on 67P yet, but that’s not 
to say they aren’t there. 
As Philae was only able to 
perform experiments for 60 
hours before its batteries 


were depleted, scientists 
were unable to complete 
some of the work they had 
hoped to carry out. 

The space probe woke 
up from hibernation last 
month, but the German 
space agency DLR that 
operates Philae has not yet 
been able to establish a ro¬ 


bust connection to restart 
the scientific experiments. 
Still, scientists are hopeful 
that this will be possible as 
the probe and its mother 
ship Rosetta, which is or¬ 


biting the comet, accom¬ 
pany 67P on its journey 
through space. 

The next important event in 
the mission will take place 
on Aug. 13, when the com¬ 
et comes closest to the 
sun, a point known as peri¬ 
helion. 

Along with their findings 


on the comet’s chemi¬ 
cal composition, scientists 
also published new insights 
about its rocky terrain and 
its unexpectedly hard sur¬ 
face, which may prove 


crucial to future comet 
missions. 

“We have definitely 
learned at least one thing 
with this first comet land¬ 
ing: Bouncing is a bigger 
problem than a possible 
sinking into the ground," 
said Philae to project man¬ 
ager Stephan Ulamec.Q

“Hamilton” audiences 
have been stunned by its ir¬ 
reverent look at history, with 
Founding Fathers swearing 
and swaggering, having 
rap battles over monetary 
policy and using a street- 
hustler’s cunning to get 
ahead. With the exception

of King George III, the cast 
is entirely Latino, Asian and 
African-American. 

“It’s actually opening the 
door for so many Ameri¬ 
cans to feel a part of this 
country of the first time.” 
Odom says. “We can feel 
so disenfranchised and we 
can feel so not a part of it, 
even though we helped 
build it.” 

Things came full circle this 
month when President 
Barack Obama saw the 
show with his daughters. 
The commander in chief 
had been on hand several 
years ago when Miranda 
debuted the first song. 
Odom, who walks to the 
theater each day from the 
apartment he shares with 
his actress wife Nicolette 
Robinson, kept his focus on 
his breathing and vowed 
to keep himself grounded, 
despite the excess energy 
swirling around a presiden¬ 
tial visit. 

“It was really important to 


me that we showed him our 
show,” he says. “So much of 
the show couldn't have ex¬ 
isted or wouldn’t exist with 
the resonance that it does 
without a Barack Obama.” 
In many ways, “Hamilton” 
reminds Odom of another 
musical — “Rent,” which 
he called “a bat-signal to 
kids all over the world — it 
was rebellious, it was pas¬ 
sionate, it was gritty. It felt 
like something that your 
parents wouldn’t like.” 
Odom became the young¬ 
est person ever cast in the 
Broadway company of 
“Rent” at 17 and hopes to 
surf a similar wave of youth¬ 
ful energy this time with 
“Hamilton.” 

“I want us all to feel on 
that stage that we are be¬ 
ing as bold and audacious 
and of our time — full of 
our time as we can possi¬ 
bly be,” he says. “This is our 
moment to tell our story. I 
don’t want to leave any¬ 
thing offstage.”□

Betty White, a passionate 
animal activist, has harsh 
words tor the Minnesota 
dentist who killed Cecil the 
lion while on a hunting trip 
in Zimbabwe this month. 
“You don't want to hear 
some ot the things I want 
to do to that man,” the 
93-year-old actress told The 
Associated Press on Thurs¬ 
day. 

“It’s such a heartbreoker. 
You can't even talk about 
it, and to see this king of the 
jungle and personifying it in 
every way, this gorgeous 
creature. How can some¬ 
body do that?” 

Cecil was drawn from a 
wildlife preserve and shot 
by American hunter Wal¬ 


ter James Palmer on July 1. 
Palmer is believed to have 
shot the lion with a bow 
and then the wounded cat 
was tracked for 40 hours 
before he killed it with a 
gun. 

Palmer released a state¬ 
ment this week through 
a publicist saying he was 
with professional guides 
and believed the hunt was 
legal. The firm is no longer 
helping Palmer. 

White, who said she's 
“loved animals since the 
womb," was promoting 
a new block of program¬ 
ming in August on Discov¬ 
ery Family Channel called 
“Pawgust,” with shows, 
specials and movies about 
animals. White will serve as 
the host of “Pawgust,” and 
be featured in promos.Q

With 5th album, Luke Bryan 
could reach even greater heights

NEW YORK (AP) — Luke 
Bryan is easily the reigning 
prince of counfry music: 
He's scored 10 No. 1 hifs 
on Billboard's Hof Country 
songs chart; he’s one of a 
few contemporary acts to 
sell out stadiums; and he's 
achieved back-to-back 
multiplatinum albums. 

But Bryan, who has been 
on the music scene for a 
decade, has yet to earn a 
Grammy Award — or even 
a nomination. 

“I guess a few years ago I 
kind of was thinking I'd get 
a Grammy nomination or 
two and didn’t,” said Bry¬ 
an, who had one of the top 
albums of both 2013 and 
2014 with “Crash My Party.” 
“Yeah, you get a little frus¬ 
trated by that,” he add¬ 
ed. “I think the Grammys, 
sometimes accepting a 
guy like me is a little outside 
their deal." 

Things could change with 
the release of his fifth al¬ 
bum, “Kill the Lights,” on 
Aug. 7. 

“My focus is doing what I 
can musically for my fans 
first and foremost. ... Gram¬ 
mys stuff would be added, 
amazing stuff,” he said. 
“I've won quite a few AMAs 
(American Music Awards), 
and it's so fun being out 
there and being recog¬ 
nized among all music as a 
country artist — that stuff's 
very flattering. And if the 
Grammys stuff ever hap¬ 
pens, I’d be flattered by it.” 


Bryan, who turns 40 next 
year, has connected with 
young country fans thanks 
to his party anthems and 
songs about drinking and 
living life freely. Recent win¬ 
ners for Grammys for coun¬ 
try music include acts that 
have hit mainstream and 
topped the pop charts, 
from Carrie Underwood to 
Taylor Swift to Lady Ante¬ 
bellum, or traditional acts in 
the vein of Glen Campbell. 
Others have been slow to 
give Bryan credit: He finally 
won his first Country Mu¬ 
sic Association Award less 
than a year ago when he 
was named entertainer of 
the year, the show's top 
prize. 

“I don’t feel pressure much 
anymore. ... Up until this 
point in my career, obvi¬ 
ously there’s been quite a 
bit of pressure, but it’s fun to 
be in a situation where that 
stuff sfarfs chilling ouf and 
you can just relax,” said the 
married father of two boys. 
“My thing is I spent a lot of 
years trying to outdo each 
album ... and I feel like this 
album has outdone ‘Crash 
My Party,' so now it’s just 
about me enjoying it.” 

On “Kill the Lights,” Bryan is 
stretching outside his com¬ 
fort zone. He said recording 
the song “Razor Blade” was 
challenging. 

“It’s kind of a darker song 
for me — somewhere I 
haven’t really been artisti¬ 
cally. The main thing was 
me learning how to kind of 
capture that really, really 


kind of darker side of the 
song,” he said by phone 
during a break from his Kick 
the Dust Up Tour. “It's new 
territory for me. ... I had to 
step out of the vocal booth 
a couple times and get my 
head in the right space.” 
The album features the 
radio-ready “Home Alone 
Tonight,” a duet with Karen 
Fairchild of Little Big Town; 
the slow-burner “Strip It 
Down”; “Huntin’, Fishin’ 
and Lovin’ Every Day,” an 
ode to Southern living; and 
“Kick the Dust Up,” the up¬ 
beat first single that’s cur¬ 
rently No. 1 on the country 
charts. 

Jeff Sfevens, who has pro¬ 
duced all of Bryan's al¬ 
bums, worked on “Kill the 
Lights” with his son, Jody, to 
give the country star some 
new flavor. 

Stevens said Bryan co¬ 
wrote more songs this time 
around, which “lends a dif¬ 
ferent tone for the record.” 
“He's had an emotional 
year while we were mak¬ 
ing this record, lots of things 
going on around him in¬ 
cluding — not only fam¬ 
ily stuff — but the fact that 
his career keeps growing,” 
he said. “So there's a lot 
of changes going on in his 
life and fhis album reflecfs 
fhaf.” 

Bryan, who lives in Nash¬ 
ville, Tennessee, said he's 
mostly grown from being a 
live performer to perfectly 
crafting songs in the stu¬ 
dio. And overall in life, he’s 
content. □ 
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
